The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs, rejections have been addressed 
by the amendment filed April 25, 2006 wherein the affirmative presence of the epoxy 
resin and cyclic anhydride is defined in independent claim 34. The initiation of the 
reaction of the cyclic anhydride in step (b) is enabled by page 8, paragraph 29, lines 1-4 
of the specification wherein the initiation can be accomplished by various agents such 
as water, hydroxyls or a Lewis base in addition to the polyol. 
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The claimed mixing of the epoxy resin, anhydride, antioxidant and phosphor 
material in claimed step (a) is described on page 12, paragraph 41, lines 6-7. The 
claimed viscosity increase in step (b) and partial curing of step (c) is disclosed on 
page 13, lines 4-6 and paragraph 44, lines 1-2. Accordingly, the method of preparation 
of claims 34 and 39-42 is fully enabled and clearly defined. 

The claimed method of preparation is not recited in the closest prior art of 
Japanese Patent No. 52-15539; Shaddock et al. Patent No. 6,518,600 and is distinct 
from the claims of parent U.S. Patent No. 6,989,412 and copending application no. 
11/286,722 for the reasons espoused in the non-Final rejection mailed February 15, 
2006 on page 11, paragraphs 18 and 19.
